The Dominion’s Ihe sixtieth anniversary of the estab 
Sixtieth lishment of the Dominion of Canada 
Birthday cannot fail to stir the emotions and 

imaginations of everyone native or ad- 
opted within our borders,—that is to say of everyone fit 
lor the privileges of citizenship under the form of gov- 
ernment that we enjoy. Our form and methods of gov 
ernment may not be flawless, but they are assuredly che 
best that humanity has yet evolved for itself,—a system 
which gives scope for the aspirations of democracy, but 
at the same time provides checks against possible abuse: 
of that principle. If one were asked what has been the 
real achievement of Canada under Confederation one 
would be inclined to say it is the success with which i 
has spread free institutions and law and order ove: 
vast areas that sixty years ago were in the main un- 
trodden wildernesses. The more thoughtful of our neigh- 
bors in the United States would, we think, be the first 
to admit that Canada is the best and most sanely gov- 
erned portion of the Western Hemisphere from Green- 
land to Cape Horn. In this respect at least Canada 1s 
not the empty handed heir of the ages. Unconsciousls 
perhaps its governing forces have assimilated and applied, 
often in the face of obstacles, the higher wisdom of the 
past in building up a free and prosperous nation. That 
any country or any community should attain perfection i: 
impossible, human nature being what it is; that any people 
in the course of little more than half a century could 
achieve the legendary glories of the golden age, would be 
a ridiculous assumption; but we Canadians can at least 
take pride in the fact that in the mass we have shown 
humane, tolerant and energetic 
people, who in sixty years have accomplished much that is 
amazing in retrospect and forms the basis of a reasonable 
hope for greater things to come. 

It is a common assumption that we owe all this to 
Anglo-Saxon tradition, and so far as our governmental 
virtues are concerned that 1s perhaps true, but it is pos- 
sible to stress the theory of Anglo-Saxon superiority too 
far. It is regrettable to have to state that in certain sec- 
tions of this continent noted for their contempt for law 
and order and human life itself, the white population is 
of almost pure Anglo-Saxon stock. In certain other sec- 
tions noted for the narrowness, superstition and intoler- 
ance of outlook, the same circumstance is patent. Only 
55 per cent. of the population of Canada is of British 
origin, and one feels that Canada owes something to other 
races in the sum of its social and political virtues, and in 
such prosperity as it enjoys. The value of the Anglo- 
Saxon tradition lies in the comparatively high order of 
political intelligence which has characterized the British 
people for many centuries; but this tradition quickly runs 
to seed without the guidance of an intellectual govern- 
ing caste. Without such caste Confederation could never 
have come into being at all. It was the work of a 
comparatively small group of men, more far-seeing than 
their fellows, and with power and determination enough 
to enforce their 1deas on the less thoughtful multitude.

The work achieving Confederation 
and saving it from subsequent collapse, 
demanded of our elder statesmen qual- 
ities of tact and political adroitness apt 
to be undervalued by many writers. “The iron hand

1891, must strike a responsive note in all Canadian hearts:

Sir John Macdonald and others of the Fathers of Con 
federation who knew when to compromise, but never com 
promised too far, and never lost sight of their goal o: 
of a great, prosperous and well-governed nation 
lapped by the waters of two mighty oceans. What these 
statesmen and what their successors have done to hold 
and bind together a widely scattered congerie of parochial 
communities in a spirit of national unity, constitutes a 
splendid record. Тһе task is not wholly accomplished yet. 
With us new communities still spring up as it were in a 
night, and each week the gospel of Canadianism has to 
be preached afresh; but as we look back upon the past it 
is plain that the work so far accomplished has been well 
done,—the earnest, the steadfast and the sane have con- 
quered the slacker, the bigot and the malcontent,—the 
mildewed ears among the grain of every land.

Canada has become illustrious in the face of some- 
thing like contempt on the part of other peoples. This 
has perhaps been salutary for us, and stirred us to higher 
aspiration. It is only within the past ten years that our 
nearest neighbor, the United States, has come to any sort 
of realization of the potentialities and virtues of Canada 
and Canadian institutions,—though nowadays applause is 
very frequent. And so far as Great Britain is concerned 
it 1s probable that hardly more than ten or twelve of the 
members of the British House of Commons who passed 
the British North America pact sixty years ago, had the 
slightest confidence that the new Confederation they were 
ratifying was likely to amount to anything at all. Glad- 
stone and Disraeli, the chief figures of mid-nineteenth 
century politics, were at one in their belief that Canada 
would never be anything more than an embarrassment to 
the Empire, and many lesser men thought likewise. So 
we have a right to say that what we have done has been 
done by ourselves, and we are none the worse for that. 

Visitors from older lands, even of our own racia! 
strains, sometimes indulge in references to our "material 
ism", We have never noted any marked indifference to 
material aims in the people of older countries, but it i- 
seemingly the privilege of ancient nations to point out 
the faults of vounger communities, Yet 1t must be obvious 
that our vast chain of educated, well-governed commun 
ities could not have come into being unless a strong sea 
soning of idealism had gone into the making of them 
Nor is there any shame in our admitting that we couid 
not have accomplished the great things we have in organ 
ization, education, communications, war effort and sociai 
betterments for the underprivileged who have flocked to 
our doors, had Canada not been a land of plenty. Plenty 
is the essential factor in all human progress, and plenty 
cannot be made operative without a certain measure of 


materialism.

The 
negatived with a stroke of the pen the ancient tradition 
that England and France were “hereditary enemies” and 
the other brought into fealty the rising naval power of the 
Pacific, whose victory over Russia had made her pro 
foundly feared by all the white powers. Perhaps the 
greatest tribute that has ever been paid to a retiring min 
ister was when the Liberal Government on assuming office 
announced that its foreign policy would be conducted on 
the lines laid down by Lord Lansdowne. In 
since his death a few weeks ago, it is revealed that one 
eminent radical frankly expressed his regret that the 
exigencies of the partv svstem should have involved the 
resignation of so wise and prudent a minister. As the 
“London Observer” says: “No chapter in modern states 
manship stands more immune from controversy than Lor. 
Lansdowne’s work as Foreign Secretary from 1900 to

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SHOULD have liked Sir William Mulock to have 

written this article himself; but a man in his 84th year 
who performs the duties of Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario, and Chancellor of the University of To- 
ronto, and has a multitude of other interests, has smail 
leisure to set down his memories of the past. But I 
found the man who is assuredly the most active and ener- 
getic octogenarian in Canada, and perhaps in the whole 
Empire, willing to talk in the vivid and gracious manner 
for which he is famous, of what Confederation has meant 
to his own and younger generations. Sir William is one 
of very few living whose recollections cover the entire 
history of Confederation. Before the Quebec Conference 
was held in 1864 he had graduated in Arts from the 
On the first Dominion Day he 
was a senior student at law, destined to play a prominent 
part in the leading events of his time. He was born at 
Bondhead, (also the birthplace of Sir William Osler), 
thirty miles or so north of Toronto, on Jan. 19th, 1844. 
His father was Dr. Thomas Homan Mulock, a graduate 
of Dublin University, and his mother before her marriage 
was Miss Mary Cawthra, a member of one of the earliest 
Toronto families. He himself was educated at New- 
market High School and the University of Toronto, in 
whose subsequent history he was to play an illustrious 
role,A—for if not a father of Confederation he is re-

nowned in University circles as a father of Federation. 

In the early sixties he was a student in University 
College, and one of his chums in “Residence” was Sir 
John Gibson of Hamilton, who. still survives, though 
retired from active affairs. At the time of the Trent 
Atfair during the American civil war, when a clash be 
tween Great Britain and the United States was feared 
there was much excitement among the students. At that 
time the “Residence” to the West of which now lie many 
miles of residential blocks, faced an open common, From 
the window of his bedroom young Mulock taught himself 
to shoot with bullets moulded by himself, choosing as his 
mark a target set up on an elm tree on what is now St. 
George St. He taught himself so well that until a very 
recent period he could bring down a duck оп the 
wing. He began the practice of law in Toronto shortly 
after Confederation and in 1882 entered the House of 
Commons as Liberal member for North York, a seat he 
continued to hold for 23 years. The latter portion of Sir 
William’s career is better known to the younger genera- 
tion. He was Postmaster General in the first Laurier 
cabinet of 1896, holding the portfolio of Postmaster Gen- 
eral. Later his duties were extended when he became 
Canada's first Minister of Labor. Among his many 
achievements were the establishment of Imperial Penny 
Postage, and Canada's partnership in the Pacific Cable. 
Zeal for better communications of all kinds were indeed 
the salient factor in Sir William's political ideas. As a 
boy he had seen the construction through Newmarket of 
the Northern Railway, now part of the Canadian Na- 
ional system,—the very first railroad to enter the city 


of Toronto. For the past twenty-two years he has been an 
rnament to the bench of Ontario, and it would be easy 
to fill the space at my disposal with a survey of his count- 
less public activities, in which all his deliberations have 
heen seasoned by humor and common sense.

[ ASKED Sir William to cast his mind back and teil 
me just how the young men of his generation regarded 


"I am afraid," he said, "they did not think 
so emotionally or so enthusiastically as do the Can- 
lians of to-day It was an experiment, an effort to 

ipe trom a deadlock in Canada’s political affairs, and 
Of us were curious as to just how it would work 
ut. I fear that I, for one, was thinking more of my own 


eer than of the possibilities of the new plan. As I 
look back on the Canada of the sixties it was more or 
less parochial in thought,—socially isolated so to speak. 


lhe close of the American Civil War had left us 
stranged from the United States and communications 
with Great Britain were slow and intermittent. There 

little Imperial thinking here and less in Great 
Britain. There was no West as we understand it to-dav, 
ind many parts of what are now older Ontario, were 
still unsettled. Тһе press was very much restricted in 
the matter of news. ss I survey the past sixty years the 
greatest thing that has happened, it seems to ine, has been 
the growth of a spirit of national unity that has beea 
born of Confederation, and the immensely widened 
horizons of the young Canadian of to-day as compared 
with those of 1867. Canada has emerged from parochial- 
ism to a sense of nationhood 

“If what we used to call Upper Canada has gained 
immeasurably in breadth of outlook through Confedera- 
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tion, Lower Canada has gained in a still greater degree. 
In 1867 Ultramontanism engaged in its last battles in 
Europe,—ultramontanism, the enemy of liberty of thought 
and action, threatened to hold Quebec in an iron grip. 
Most readers of Canadian history have heard of the 
Guibord case, and I will not dwell on it, except to speak 
of the immense impetus it gave to the ‘Rouge’ or Liberal 
party in that province. But Ultramontanism could not 
survive under Confederation and its logical develop- 
ments.”

"THOUGH his parents and the social circle in which he 
was born were Tory, Sir William was from 1860 on- 
ward a Liberal or Reformer. I asked him why. “TI can 
hardly say,” he replied. “I suppose it was my tempera- 
ment, and my rooted opposition to the idea of an estab- 
lished church in Upper Canada. Perhaps also what I had 
heard of the oppressions of the Family Compact." When I 
asked whether those cppressions were not imaginary 
rather than real, Sir William cast on me a glance of some- 
thing like sternness and suggested that I read my historv 
over again. But he admitted that it was sometimes difficult 
to be an ardent Liberal in the face of the ciamor of Sir 
John Macdonald's personality. 

"There was something so delightful about him. so 
philosophic," said he, "that I could not share the antip 
athies of some members of my party. I experienced tha 
glamor to the full when I first entered the House of Com- 
mons in 1882. I enjoyed social relations with many of 
the Conservatives, which I did not permit politics 
to destroy. I remember once the Speaker’s wife asking 
me to drop in and have a cup of tea. Sir John dropped 
in also, and an Irish lady from Kingston who was one of 
his staunchest supporters, was there also. Sir John told 
her I was a terrible young man, a Grit, and you should 
have heard what she said to me, Sir John chuckling to 
himself all the while. In my early years as a barrister ] 
was a lecturer at the Ontario Law School, and among 
the students I came in contact with was Hugh John 
Macdonald. In common with everyone else I loved Hugh. 
Later Hugh went into practice at Winnipeg in partner- 
ship with Stewart Tupper, a son of Sir Charles. The 
prestige of their names naturally obtained for them some 
very good clients in the young city, and Goldwin Smith, 
who was a very vindictive man, wrote an article in some 
publication or other, charging use of family pull and 
jobbery in connection with the business of these young 
lawyers. A Liberal colleague of mine (who I regret to 
Say was not a gentleman) brought this article up in the 
House and tried to get it on the records. This was more 
than I could endure, liking Hugh John as I did, and I 
got up and defended him to the annoyance of some of my 
own colleagues. I still treasure the letter Sir John, who 
was placed in a very difficult position, wrote, thanking 
me for my contribution to the amenities of public life.” 

I asked about Alexander Mackenzie, the second Prime 
Minister of Canada, who had been defeated and deposed 
from the Liberal leadership previous to Sir William's 
entry into public life. “I liked and admired him very 
much,” said Sir William, “and for years we shared a 
room together in the old House. He was the most 
impeccably honest man I ever knew, and despite his 
solemn countenance a man with a sense of humor. During 
the ‘rebellion session’ of 1885 the House of Commons 
was kept at Ottawa for an unusually long period, and 
members on both sides felt that the sessional allowance 
which was then only $1,500 per annum, should be in- 
creased by a special vote. The only member who would 
not agree was Mackenzie, and he was emphatic in stating 
his views. One day when we were in our office to- 
gether he burst into quiet laughter, and tossing over a 
letter said, ‘Mulock, r-read thot’. It was a letter from a 
constituent praising the independent stand he had taken, 
but suggesting that as the House was determined to vote 
the bonus, Mackenzie accept it and give it to the writer 
who had a large family and really needed the money.”

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ASKED Sir William about the Fathers of Coníedera- 

tion whom he remembered. By 1882, Brown, Cartier 
and others were dead, but Tupper, Langevin, Tilley an 
other notables were still very active. He had a kindly 
word for Sir Hector Langevin. ‘He was a fine and 
stately gentleman," he said, "and he showed it in his 
downfall. He accepted responsibility for sins that were 
not his own and for acts of which he had known noth- 
ing. I was extremely sorry for him, though not for 
certain Conservatives who suffered at the same time. I 
do not think Langevin was fairly treated by Sir John 
Thompson, the Minister of Justice, who, as a new man 
was anxious to advertise his rigid virtue to the country 
at large. Langevin was blindfolded by Conservative 
members who should have been ashamed of themselves. 
Sir Leonard Tilley was a wonderfully smooth and 
effective speaker, but not the kind of individual that I 
chose to travel with. He had no glamor for me, but he 
was wonderfully able. I remember how he once gave the 
redoubtable Cartwright the worst of it in a way that 
convulsed us all, despite the fact that he was one of ou: 
leaders. It was just-a little story about a calf, too. 
Tupper I always regarded as too rough and virulent, able 
it is true, but not a man that you would be sorry to 
vote against. William Macdougall, a great orator and 
a very handsome man, had practically disappeared as a 
political figure when I entered politics. I fancy that Sir 
John, though he accepted his support, never had very much 
use for him. I think he regarded both Macdougall and 
Howland, who had originally been ‘Clear Grits’, as men 
not to be depended on in a pinch. We all of us, Grit or 
Tory, liked John Henry Pope, and I was present on the 
famous occasion when he absolutely confuted a long flow 
of oratory from our side of the House by getting up 
and saying ‘There ain't nothin’ to it.”

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TO THOSE readers who are graduates of the Universit, 

of Toronto, it is almost unnecessary to speak of Sir 
William's long and intimate connection with that institu- 
tion, covering a perod of over 65 years. As early as 1873 
he became a Senator and was Vice-Chancellor from 1881 
until that office was abolished in 1910. In 1925 he be 
came Chancellor, a well deserved honor, since he was to 
all intents and purposes the Father of University Federa 
tion, the first experiment of the kind in the world, and 
drafted the act on which it was based. All familiar with 


the history of University institutions in Upper Canada 
are aware that the original project of a great State uni- 
versity in this province (promulgated in the last decade 
of the eighteenth century) were rendered abortive for 
half a century owing to the attempt to make it a Church 
University, an idea repugnant to denominations other 
than the Church of England, and even to  Liberai 
Anglicans, opposed to clerical domination. I asked the 
Chancellor how he had come to conceive and promote the 
idea of Federation. He replied, “It was mainly due to 
my having become a near neighbor of St. Michael's 
College and a friend of its Principal, Rev. Father 
Vincent, a very distinguished French educationist and 
member of the Order of St. Basil. Our friendship be- 
came the closer because a very old friend, Father Teefey, 
who was born in Richmond Hill south of Newmarket, 
was an instructor on the staff. Both were anxious to 
leave behind them the record of having extended higher 
education among their people. In many conversations I 
found that they were quite willing to  federate with 
University College, reserving only certain subjects like 
theology and philosophy to themselves. I was then able 
to say to Protestant universities and colleges, ‘If our 
Roman Catholic friends are willing to come in, why 
should you stay out?’ and the argument proved effective. 
You know how under Federation, the University has 
grown and grown and has been a great harmonizer of 
religious differences, and I think the name of Father 
Vincent should be honored in connection with the out- 
come.”

ASKED Sir William what of all the many national and 

Imperial developments to which his personal initiative 
has been applied, gave him most pride, and he surprised 
me by saying, "The construction of the National Trans- 
continental Railroad from Winnipeg to Moncton." It is 
a courageous thing to say, for that policy has not been 
very popular of late years, and incidentally Sir William 
told me some unwritten history. “When the late Charles 
M. Hays, who was lost in the ‘Titanic’ disaster, first came 
to the Laurier Government with the Grand Trunk Pacific 
proposal, he wished to have an Eastern terminal some- 
where near North Bay. The idea in his mind seemed to 
be to compete with the C. P. R. As Postmaster General 
I had something to say in these matters, and it seemed to 
me folly to construct another competitive line along the 
North Shore of Lake Huron and Lake Superior. I re- 
mained obstinate in opposition and suggestion that if a 
new line to the West were built, it should be one which 
would carry the line of settlement in Ontario and Quebec 
back three hundred miles. The discovery of a clay belt 
west of what is now Cochrane confirmed me in my views. 
I fought for my idea and my colleagues in the cabinet 
called the project ‘Mulock’s Line’. My plan was a rail- 
road through the virgin back country from Winnipeg to 
Quebec, which would make for a ‘wider Canada’. I was 
not zealous for the Moncton extension, but consented be- 
cause it gave us an all-Canadian transcontinental route to 
the sea. Everything that has happened in Northern 
Ontario in the last few years has justified my hopes, and 
to-day in Quebec it is producing results that will ulti- 
mately have the effect of checking the exodus to the 
United States. Despite the financial difficulties which 
have attended our railway policies I do not regret for 
one moment the course I took and am sure that a few 
decades hence the National Transcontinental route will 
be regarded as a great blessing.” 

In conclusion Sir William said: “As I look back over 
the history of the past sixty years it seems to me that 
Confederation in its results has exceeded the fondest 
dreams of its founders. The tremendous development of 
Canada and the vast future possibilities that are unfolding 
have crept on our consciousness unawares. Every time 
I open a newspaper I am prouder of the Canadian people. 
When we stop to consider how few nations have showa 
themselves fit for self-government, I cannot help making 
comparisons favorable to ourselves. The worthiness and 
ability of both British and French Canadians to enjoy 
and extend the blessings of responsible government have 
been demonstrated to all the world; and what man who 
has lived through all the episodes in the making of the 
Dominion could fail in pride for his country ?”

HON. ALEXANDER CAMERON RUTHERFORD,

Walter Leaf, Banker and Scholar 

IKE the great Greek historian Grote, Mr. Walter Leai 

whose death occurred this year, was both a banker 
and a classical scholar, and his whole life showed that 
there is no necessary antagonism between economics and 
literature. Mr. Leaf, although he had always a taste 
for economics, became a banker almost by accident. He 
had intended to go to the Bar after a brilliant career at 
Harrow and Cambridge, when, owing to a series of death: 
he found himself suddenly called upon to take up the man- 
agement of a firm in the City which had been the prop 
erty of his family and relations for many generations. He 
conducted the affairs of the firm with complete success and 
gradually became a force in the City, first as a director of 
the Westminster Bank, and finally as head of one of the 
“Big Five”. His energy was amazing, for at the time 
when he was immersed in city affairs he was equally busy 
with the classics. Homer was his love, and he, in con- 
junction with Mr. Andrew Lang and Mr. Ernest Myers, 
produced a perfect translation of the Iliad. The trans- 
lation is a wonderful piece of English and worthy of the

Edward the West Country, 
Elgar for it marks the 

birthday of two of 
the greatest of those "whom the king 
delighteth to honor" in the arts of 
literature and music. Thomas Hardy 
reached the great age of eighty-seven 
on that day this year, and his colleague 
on the roll of the Order of Merit, Sir 
Edward Elgar, turned seventy, writes 
Felix Godwin. 

Edward William Elgar was born on 
June 2nd, 1857, at Broadheath, near 
Worcester, in which town his father 
kept a musie shop, besides playing the 
violin in a local orchestra and the 
organ in the Catholic Church Young 
Edward, in whom a love of music was 
inherent, had, therefore, golden oppor- 
tunity, from association with his 
father’s business, to feed his natural 
desire for self-expression, whilst his 
mother guided his taste in literature. 

So far he was fortunate, but when 
one considers his later development 
and the position he occupies in world- 
esteem to-day, it seems almost incred- 
ible that, except for a few violin 
lessons as a boy, he taught and trained 
himself entirely unassisted, intense 
application and indomitab'e courage 
being his only masters. 

He had advantages, of course. He 
lived in an atmosphere of music in his 
father’s shop; like Sullivan, he was 
able to study at first-hand the tech- 
nique of all sorts of orchestral 
instruments besides the fiddle. he 
learnt to play the bassoon, and on both 
instruments he played in local 
orchestras—and music and books on 
music were always at his disposal. But 
it was his enthusiasm ‘which forced 
him never to waste a moment, to study 
with purpose, to learn from every 
available musical performance near and 
far; and it was his determination which 
propelled him through his early 
struggles to tardy but ultimate 
recognition. 

But these twenty years must be leapt. 
Elgar had married early, and he was 
blessed in his marriage. He had labored 
with but local recognition in Wor- 
cester; he had been for a time in a 
cold and unresponsive London: he had 
retreated to Malvern, unsung but still 
undaunted, and he had there composed 
two works which rank among th: 
greatest an English musician has eve! 
produced. His triumph was at hand

leading conductor in England was Dr. 
Hans Richter, who had been a close 
friend of Wagner, and was one of the 
most famous interpreters of his work. 
A musician of wide sympathies, he was 
quick to recognize and encourage 
genius in the making. In Germany the 
outstanding figure was young Richard 
Strauss, who was astonishing the 
musical world with a series of masterlv 
works, revolutionary in conception and 
craftsmanship. These were the men 
who saw in Elgar the coming English 
master, and did not hesitate to back 
their opinion. In 1899 Richter intro- 
duced the “Enigma Variations” at one 
of his concerts, and Elgar’s name was 
immediately on everybody’s lips. A year 
later, at Birmingham, “The Dream of 
Gerontius,” a setting in oratorio of 
Cardinal Newan’s poem, was heard by 
an audience not quite prepared for it, 
and unable to foretell that it would 
shortly share with the “Messiah” and 
“Elijah” the closest affections of the 
public. In this case, the revelation 
was to come from abroad. Dr. Strauss, 
in a lecture before a musical conven- 
tion, said things of “Gerontius” that 
led to performances throughout 
Germany. The example was followed in 
England, and the work was at once 
lifted on to its proper plane as a 
masterpiece. 

Great works followed one another 
rapidly, and Sir Edward’s fame every- 
where increased, until Sir Henry Wood 
could challenge controversy with his 
declared conviction that Sir Edward 
Elgar was the greatest living composer, 
a statement that has been neither 
disproved nor seriously discounted, 
since it would be difficult to do so. 

Thus, at forty-five, after years of 
struggle, Sir Edward took his rightfu! 
place in London life. Most musicians 
have experienced the serene and 
gracious hospitality of lovely Severn 
House, which  overlooks, from the 
heights of Hampstead, the city Elgar 
has conquered at last. He is back in 
Malvern now, but from Severn House 
he witnessed the proud movement that 
achieved, for English music, equality 
with its Continental neighbors, and he 
was its prophet and high priest. 

On any Saturday afternoon when he 
is in town there can be seen in the 
-moke-room of the Savile Club a tall. 
slightly stooping, distinguished-looking 
gentleman chatting with his friends. 
The talk is probably of anything but 
music—Sir Edward's tastes are wide 
and if you were of the circle you would 
not guess, unless you knew, that this 
courtly, modest, scholarly man, so 
typically English in breed and bearing, 
was the first musician in the kingdom. 

He was knighted in 1904 and received 
the Order of Merit in 1911, but one has 
the feeling that such honors so become 
the man they might have been born 
with him. There are sometimes in his 
music passages which he directs should 
be played “Nobilmente.” It is not 
strange that he should use this word 
where others fear to do so. His whole 
outlook is thus unconsciously expressed, 
and the word is his almost by right. 

Some have thought it a pity that 
Elgar, who has written works of every 
other type, should never have attempt- 
ed opera. That he has the power of 
writing dramatic music is clear from 
his oratorlos, and particularly from a 
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work called “Falstaff,” which is 
aimost an opera without words. But it 
is said that he could never find a 
suitable libretto, a clear admission of 
ideals higher than those of contempor- 
aries not so hard to please. On the 
other hand, he has written a great 
deal of music for ceremonious occa- 
sions—the famous "Land of Hope and 
Glory" is from an ode for King 
Edward's coronation—and when the 
office of Master of the King's Musick 
fell vacant, Sir Edward Elgar was the 
obvious choice.

this coming season, 
according to the definite announcement 
made by Concert Manager Arthur 
Judson, who is booking the transcon- 
tinental tour for J. C. Duff, the 
producer, who is now in London 
completing arrangements to bring the 
English company over intact, after a 
run of over four solid years at the Lyric 
Theatre in Hammersmith, London. 

“The Beggar’s Opera” was written 
and first produced by John Gay and 
John Rich at the Lincoln's Inn Ficld 
Theatre in London in 1728, where it 
played for sixty-two nights, which was 
thought to be a remarkable run in 
those days. The present tour commem- 
orating the 200th anniversary of “the 
first and the best" musical play covers 
twenty-five weeks' bookinzs on the 
road, followed by New York and 
Chicago runs. 

"The  Beggar's Opera” was first 
performed in New York in the fall of 
1750. The Captain Macheath on this 
occasion was played by Thomas Kean 
The first Boston performance of the 
opera was in 1796, and the part cf 
Filch was played by Joseph Jetferson, 
the grandfather of Joseph Jefferson of 
Rip Van Winkle fame. The Polly 
Peachum of the early American per- 
formances was Mrs. Marshall, whose 
performances here were much admired 
by George Washington. The last 
performances of the opera were given 
in this country in the spring of 1923. 

It has been said by a well-known 
critic: “If ‘The Beggar’s Opera’ were 
not so ‘lowbrow’ it would certainly give 
one the impression of being decidedly 
‘highbrow’.” This reference is undoubt- 
edly to the historical data and famous 
names attached to the fine old master- 
piece. Hogarth painted it. Purcell, Dr. 
Arne, Handel and Dr. Pepusch were 
drawn on for some of the music. Dean 
Swift, Pope and Addison made sugges- 
tions and contributions to the p'ot and 
libretto.

The following 
sketch of Mr. Heins is interesting at 
the present time, in view of the fact 
that he has recently joined the 
Faculty of the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music: 

Donald Heins came of an English 
family which has produced many noted 
musicians. His father, Nicholas Heins, 
was an organist and composer of merit 
and, by letters patent, "Gentleman of 
Her Majesty's Chapel Royal, Windsor." 
where he was soloist for many years 
His mother was also a musician and 
a teacher in the city of London, 
England, schools. 

He was born in the city of Hereford, 
in the year 1878. He commenced his 
studies on the violin at the age of 
four. When fourteen years old he 
entered the Royal Conservatorium of 
Leipzig, where for five vears he studied 
the violin under Hans Sitt and com- 
position under Gustav Schreck. At the 
final examination he played a Sonata 
for violin and piano of his own 
composition. After passing through the 
Conservatorium at Leipzig he returned 
to England and continued his studies 
for four more years under August 
Wilhelmj in London, during which tim: 
he was the concert-master of an 
orchestra of опе hundred players, 
playing under Sir Hubert Parry, Sir 
Edward Elgar, Sir Villiers Stanford 
Horatio Parker, Coleridge Taylor, and 
many others.

Book-making has ceased to be a 
mere business in Canada, and has be- 
come an art. At the recent Book- 
sellers’ Convention in Toronto, Miss 
Norah Thompson, Book Advisor of 
the T. Eaton Co., Ltd., lectured on 
"Why Not Beautiful Books?" She 
was also responsible for the competi- 
tion in which Messrs. A. H. Robson, 
Ivor Lewis and Major Annand se- 
lected the most beautiful and best 
made books of Canadian manufacture 
from the products of all the Canadian 
publishing houses. Those chosen were 
as follows: “A Canadian Art Move- 
ment”, Macmillan; “Lyrics of Earth”, 
Musson: “The Chopping Bee”, Mus- 
son: “Poems of Duncan Campbell 
Scott”. McClelland & Stewart; “The 
Miracle Songs of Jesus”. Ryerson; 
"Chez Nous". McClelland & Stewart; 
"Toy Ships”. Graphic; “Romantic 
Canada”, Macmillan; “Poteen”, 
Graphic; “Indian Days in the Cana- 
dian Rockles’, Macmillan; “A Cana- 
dian Manor and its Seigneurs”, Mac- 
millan. h 

The books are not listed in order of 
merit. “A Canadian Art Movement 
was considered the best; and the 
Macmillan Company of Canada is to 
be congratulated uoon this. and also 
on receiving the laraest number of 
awards. The other point of interest is 
that out of the eleven b^oks chosen. 
six were nublished in 1926, showina 
the rapidity with which Canadian 
books are improving in quality of 
workmanshin. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that The Graphic 
Publishers Limited. of Ottawa. a new 
concern that has only been in bwsi- 
ness a little over a year, captured two 
out of the six awards that went to 
books nublished since they entered 
the field. 
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of Lesser Slave Lake. There is also 
an appreciative Introduction bs 
Robert Norwood, who says: “Charles 
Mair is our greatest Canadian poet 
by every count,” and certain frag 
mentarv but fascinating memoirs 
written by Mr. Mair as essays in 
reminiscence, or abstracted from his 
correspondence by the Editor. The 
lengthy volume has both literary and 
historical merit of a very high order: 
Mair’s detailed account of his owr 
actions during the Riel Rebellion. 
now printed in book form for the 
first time, is a vivid and intimate 
narrative that should not be missed 
by any reader. 

“Uniform with the rest of the 
series. the hook is handsomely bound 
and well printed; but the illustrations. 
that caused trouble in the Paul Kane 
hook, seem still to be a problem. 
Manv of these in the present book 
ire much better than the Kane pic 
tures: but the reproductions of a 
large number of the unique photo 
eraphs їп the Mair book are 
disgracefully poor. The editing is, on 
the whole, competent; but it is 
noticed that Dr. Norwood is allowed 
to sav that Mrs. Mair died in 1906, 
while Mr. Mair says, a few pages 
later, that she died in 1896. 

We are glad to. have the book, 
because it is a convenient form in 
which to preserve Mair's works, and 
hecause of the large amount of 
material in it that was not before 
collected. But Mair’s fame does not 
rest on this book: that was estab- 
lished before its publication. The 
combination, however, is most felici- 
tous of the living author, the collected 
works and the Jubilee Year. since it 
reminds us that the earliest native 
poet Canada remembers with pride

COTT and Carman, who both 
brought out their first books in 
1893, were the last to make their bow 
of the distinguished Canadian poets, 
who. were born between 1860 an! 
1862, commenced publishing their 
work in the eighties, and have been 
the dominant influence in native 
letters for more than forty years. Of 
these, Carman immediately became,

and still remains, the most popular; 
while Scott has had to wait longest 
for public acclaim, the beauty and 
strength of his verse has now place! 
him, by general consent. foremost of 
them all. Though he has written 
good plays that have been acted, and 
his short stories are noted for thei 
literary finish, and fine dramatic qual 
ities, his fame rests principally unon 
his verse, which has won favor he 
cause of its artistry, its intellectual 
and emotional depth, and the natural 
yet austere, simplicity of his nobler 
passages. 

А few months ago., his poetic 
career came to a  climax—bv по 
means an end, we hope—with the 
publication of his collected poems in 
a single volume, thus making gener- 
ally available a large body of mag- 
nificent work that had been issued 
piecemeal during thirty vears, and so 
modestly that it never reached the 
wider public at all. This publication 
was soon recognized by the fitting 
award to its author by the Roval So- 
ciety of Canada of the Lorne Pierce 
Gold Medal for distinguished service 
to Canadian literature, Dr. Scott he 
ing the second to receive the hono 
In the literary world, he had lon 
been admired for his wonderful 
craftsmanship; and Masefield has 
Written that it was the haunting 
beauty of Scott's poem, "The Piper 
of Arll”, which determined him to 
hecome a poet.

but of Canada's sacrifices in the 


Great War. 
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WHAT is the difference between 

the tourist and the traveller? 
According to some it is merely a mat- 
ter of comfort—the tourist consider- 
ing comfort essential, the traveller 
disregarding it entirely. But while 
this is true as far as it goes, actually 
the difference is more deeply rooted 
and more vital. The tourist travels 
for amusement, the traveller because 
of some urge within him that cannot 
be resisted. The tourist, as a rule, 
follows the beaten track, the traveller 
prefers to avoid it. The preoccupa 
tions of the tourist are scenery, cath- 
edrals, museums, picture galleries and 
so forth. The traveller, while by no 
means blind to fine scenery, regards 
it as an incident. He is more inter- 
ested in people than in scenery, and 
he considers the physical character- 
istics of a country chiefly as the: 
affect the mentality of the inhabitants, 
in much the same way as he regards 
their cathedrals, their public monu- 
ments, their domestic architecture, 
their pictures and works of art, more 
in relation to the history, develop- 
ment, and character of the people 
than for their own particular beauty 
or interest. 

I have heard British — tourists 
abroad refer contemptuously to the 
inhabitants of the country through 
which they were passing as "foreign- 
ers". No real traveller would Ье 
guilty of such a lapse. He knows 
that he is the guest of the people in 
whose country he is travelling, and 
he behaves accordingly. He tries to 
keep an open mind, and is not con- 
tinually either disparaging the coun- 
try and comparing its ways unfavor- 
ably with his own, or decrying cer- 
tain customs of his native land and 
comparing them unfavorably with 
others abroad. Both types of tourists 
are common, and are typified by the 
two hackneyed questions: “Why is it 
that one can never get a decent cup 
of tea in this confounded country,’ 
and, on the other hand, "This coffee 
is the best I have tasted. Why on 
earth can’t one get coffee like this 
at home?” 

The true way to learn about a 
country when travelling in it is to 
live as far as possible as the natives 
do, though I am aware that this is 
a counsel of perfection, and often 
dificult or impracticable. In most 
European countries, however, it may 
be done, especially in those semi 
Oriental lands where hospitality is 
still almost a religion, and where a 
man is bound to shelter and feed any 
passing traveller who crosses his 
threshold, even if that  travelle: 
should happen to be his mortal en- 
emy. This law holds good through- 
out the Balkans, and the less civilized 
the place the more litterally the law is 
honored.—From "To the Land of the 
Eagle", by Paul Edmonds. (Rou:

highly perfected machines which have 
grown out of the energy and ingenuity 
of mechanical geniuses second to none 
who have worked in the field of 
invention. But they have had to bear 
the burden of paying for huge monsters 
well-suited for the great fields of the 
prairies, but too vast for the smaller 
farms of the east. i 

"The same brochure informs its 
readers that Daniel Massey, 1798-1856, 
had set up a little repair shop at Bond 
Head, and then a few years later, in 
1847, had built a little machine shop 
and foundry at Newcastle itself. Then 
in 1851 Hart Almerrin Massey, 1823- 
1896, his son, came and joined himself 
to his father, and a year later the firm 
of H. A. Massey and Company was 
formed. .... 

“Following upon hand-raking reapers 
came the self-rakers. Of these the writ- 
er remembers two: ‘Wood's’ and ‘John- 
ston’s’,* both of which were manufac- 
tured by Massey & Company, and sold 
by them very freely before they left 
Newcastle in 1879. ‘Wood’s’ self-raker 
was patented in 1862, and is mentioned 
in Massey's Catalogue of 1862-3 as 
selling at $130. It is mentioned as late 
as 1876. ‘Johnston's’ self-raker seems 
to have been patented 1871. A self- 
raking reaper of the ‘Johnston’s’ type 
was bought out by the Masseys in 
1878, and called the ‘Massey-Harvester.’ 
It kept its high place in public favor 
until it was displaced by the self- 
binder in 1884. The Massey Catalogue 
of 1885 speaks of ‘The Toronto Light 
Binder, and speaks of it having five. 
six, and seven foot cut, and states that 
the self-binder had attained perfection 
in 1884. But ‘The Massey Harvester,’ 
with the revolving rake, was used for 
years after the time by many who 
preferred it for financial or other 
reasons. . . 

“Before the war a Binder could have 
been bought for $135, to-day its price 
is $250 with carrier and truck included. 


A mow before the war could be 
bought fer $60; to-day it costs nearly 
$100. 


“The writer remembers when hay 
was made with scythes, hand-rakes, 
and  pitehforks, the equipment for 
each man employed costing a couple 
of dollars. To-day the mower would 
cost $100, the tedder $80, and the rake 
$50. The history of the hay-rake 
illustrates well how the cost of imple- 
ments has grown. Massey's catalogue 
of 1862-3 advertises a Revolving Horse 
Hay-Rake at $8, Francis Squair, on 
Dec. 28th, 1880, bought a Sulky Rake 
from Masson of Oshawa for $16.10, a 
McCormack Rake before the war cost 
about $25; to-day a rake costs about 
$50. ۴ 
“The making of farm implements is 
an important part of fhe history of 
our race in North America. What 
wonderful things they are! Take a 
reaper, a thresher, a cream separator! 
Think on what they represent in 
intelligence and patient investigation! 
Farmers have paid high prices for 
them and manufacturers have become 
millionaires. One often wonders whether 
the farmer has had a sufficiently large 
share in the profit. Are his returns 
as great as they should be, not only 
on labor and management, but also on 
capital invested in machinery and 
land? This is a great national question 
and is pressing for solution. How will 
it be solved? . m 
ж ж 
* 
“THERE were three great staple 
articles of food: wheaten bread, 
pork and potatoes. We believed that 
our wheat, particularly our fall wheat, 
made the best flour in the world. And 
John Simpson proved it by taking the 
medal at the World's Exhibition in 
1851. Of course you might have good 
flour made into bad bread, but our 
housewives were the best in the world 
too. And when they set a baking of 
bread with yeast or bran emptyings, 
or salt-emptyings, it had to be good. 
Other women might have sour or soggy 
bread, but such things could hardly 
happen to our women. But on Sept. 
10, 1855, when wheat was high, Francis 
Squair sold John Biette 100 Ibs. of flour 
for £1.5.0 ($5.00) per cwt.... 

“The commonest form of meat eaten 
in our region was pork. In early times 
the breeding of hogs, as well as of 
other animals, was not carefully done. 
Nor was there much encouragement 
when pork and beef were selling the 
greater part of the time at around 5 
cents a Ib. Occasionally throughout 
the summer there would be relief from 
the salt pork when a calf or a lamb 
was butchered. Beef was not very 
frequently slaughtered оп the farms, 
but now and then a piece of beef would 
be bought from the butcher in town. 
Hens were kept by everyone practic- 
uly, and furnished dainty food for 
families. Eggs and custards, chicken 
heeth, roast chicken, and chicken-pie 
stood high as foods in the estimation 
of all. The prices of chickens seem to 
be rarely mentioned In the records to 
which the writer has had access, but 
he thinks he remembers hearing of 
chickens sold at 25 cents a pair, As to 
eggs they sold regularly in the ‘fifties’ 
at 12% cents a dozen. Ducks, geese, 
and turkeys were quite common on 
farms, and found their way in roasted 
form to the tables of the community. 
The writer has found some traces of 
their prices in the records, On January 
8, 1852, 2 geese were sold for 3/-(60 


cents), on Dec. 23, 1852, a goose was 
sold for 2/-(40 cents), on Dec. 5, 1858, 
1 turkey was sold for 2/6-(50 cents). 
The price of ducks does not seem to 
have found its way into Francis 
Squair’s books. .... 

“In the matter of vegetables, the 
potato was the most important of all. 
In many houses it was served at every 
meal in the day..... 

“At table people drank water, milk 
and tea. Milk seems to have been less 
plentifully drunk in some families than 
one would imagine. Tea was warm and 
often sweetened, was generally more 
easy to obtain than milk, and seemed 
more cheering than water. In the 
‘fifties’ good tea often cost $1 a pound. 
But there were grades as low as 50 or 
60 cents, with which people were 
satisfied. Sugar to sweeten the tea cost 
about ten cents a pound.... 

“The writer does not remember 
seeing whiskey, beer or wine served at 
table, except a weak beer, called 
treacle-beer, which his mother made, 
and which was supped with oatmeal 
porridge. 

“As an ordinary drink in the fields 
water, with a certain admixture of 
oatmeal, was freely imbibed. It was an 
excellent beverage for parched throats 
in our dry climate. Buttermilk and 
milk soured and thickened by skim- 
ming, were also often used for drinking 
in the field and at table. It must be 
admitted that although plain water is 
an excellent and safe drink, fruit 
juices, fermented liquids, and the like, 
injected into it, make it more palatable 
for many tastes. . . . 

"The use of milk under the many 
forms given it by human ingenuity 
would fill volumes. In Francis Squair's 
house it was used very plentifully. It 
was drunk as skim-milk, thin or thick, 
sweet or sour, as buttermilk, as curds 
or junket, or as whey. And if you got 
a good chance you drank it unskimmed ; 
but you did not get the chance very 
often. 

"In the writer's youth his mother 
had the regular habit of making cheese 

generally from new milk, but occa- 
sionally from skim-milk. Very seldom 
were these cheeses sold; generally they 
were eaten by the household. 

“As to fruits, the one most commonly 
used by all was the apple. One reason 
was that, without costly apparatus, or 
ingenious devices, one might have 
home-grown apples almost the whole 
year round. Beginning in August with 
such varieties as the Early Harvest, 
following with Red Astrachans, Duch- 
esses, St. Lawrences, etc., into the 
winter apples, one might have Bald- 
wins, Russets, Northern Spys, etce., 
into the month of July. What a 
wealth of good eating did our orchards 
furnish! And then all the other fruits, 
which we cannot dwell on now, to be 
eaten out of hand, or made into jams, 
and the like, without end. Fruits 
imported from tropical parts were 
rather rare în the writers youth. He 
does not remember having seen 
bananas, pine-apples, or  grape-fruit. 
Now and again oranges and lemons 
would appear, or lime juice would be 
ordered for a sick person. . . . . 

"A point or two may be added 
regarding housekeeping matters, not 
included in serving meals. In accounts 
of the early life of our settlers mention 
is often made of the pine knots which 
were used as illuminants in their 
houses. The writer never saw this. His 
earliest recollection is of the lighting 
of the house with tallow candles. 
Sometimes the candles were made by 
the process of continuous dipping of 
the wick in hot tallow. Sometimes the 
candles were made in tin moulds, in 
which the wicks were placed and 
knotted at the bottom before the hot 
tallow was poured in. In the early 
‘fifties’ the selling of candles at 1/- 
(20 cents) a pound is frequently men- 
tioned in Francis Squair’s books. In 
addition to candles, oil was also burned 
in simple tin lamps provided with 
candewicks. They had no chimney 
and burned with a dull, smoky flame. 
The writer believes that the oil used 
was whale oil. But in the early ‘sixties’ 
a great change was effected in illumi- 
nation by the introduction of petroleum. 
Oil was struck in Pennsylvania in 
1859, and by 1861 it was being shipped 
to all parts as an illuminant. The first 
mention of it in Francis Squair’s books 
is on October 2, 1862, where it is said. 
‘For coal oil, 25 cents.’ The quantity 
is not mentioned. 

“The early settler was a resource- 
ful person, and many things were 
made, as we have elsewhere seen, at 
home which afterwards were made in 
factories, in great industrial centres 
Home-made soap was one of these " 


Coke Consumption Increasing 
RODUCTION of coke in Canada 
during Mav amounted to 173,727 

short tons. an increase of 2 per cent 

over the 170,405 tons of April, and 9 

per cent. more than the 159,390 tons 

reported for May of last year. This 
output almost equalled the record 
made in January of this vear, when 
production totalled 176,445 tons, the 
greatest tonnage reported for any 
month since commencement of 

monthly coke statistics in 1925, 

Compared with April, higher out- 


puts were reported for Ontario and 
the eastern provinces, but production 
in the western provinces was lower. 
Coke output in Ontario rose to 
111,047 tons from 106,722 tons, and 
in the eastern provinces, to 44,942 
tons from 43,712 tons; production in 
the western provinces declined to 
17,738 tons from 19,971 tons in the 
previous month. 

Statements by the makers on the 
disposition of coke showed that there 
was a greater tonnage used in 
associated smelters, and a decrease in 
sales, while the quantity used in the 
producing plants remained about the 
same. Consumption as fuel in the 
coke plants amounted to 20,700 tons. 
as against 19,909 tons in April: 
deliveries to the producing companies' 
associated smelters totalled 101,523 
tons, as compared with 97,432 tons, 
and the sales of coke declined to 
36,372 tons from 47,604 tons in the 
previous month. For the first five 
months of the year the total dis- 
position of coke amounted to 841,696 
tons. 

During May charges to coke ovens 
included 74,853 tons of Canadian coal 
and 173,869 tons of imported coal. 
In the first five months of the present 
year 1,235,375 tons of bituminous coal 
were carbonized to make 850,719 tons 
of coke. 









Imports of coke into Canada during 
May increased to 56,656 tons from 
38,392 tons in April, and exports 
were about the same at 2,881 tons, as 
compared with 3,000 tons in April. 
The apparent consumption of coke ir 
Canada during May, as determined by 
deducting the exports from the sum 
of the production and the imports, 
amounted to 227,502 tons. Consump- 
tion for the five months ending May 
totalled 1,096,976 tons. 


Traymore Limited Earnings

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"THERE once was a newspaper poet who wrote a little 
rhyme which lasted for more than a day. It celebrated 

the joys of those who had “not begun to be” and it ended 
with the sad reflection :— 

“And sometimes ‘I love to sit and think 

Of the kingdom wild and free, 

That vanished away w'th the first wild shriek 

Of the infant known as Me.” 

In the fateful year, 1867, when the Fathers of 
Confederation set the young Dominion afloat, I was not, 
as yet, aware of the advantages of being born a Canadian. 
It was “somewhere in the seventies” that my childish 
intelligence grasped the fact that Canada has a goodly 
heritage. It was a glorious summer morning when the 
Governor-General, Lord Dufferin, and Lady Dufferin 
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Front Crinoline to Cardigan * 
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In spite of these ghastly tales, however, I greatly admired 
the crinoline and asked when I should be allowed to wear 
it. When informed that I must be “at least seventeen,” I 
was depressed for a few moments. The magic year of 
seventeen came and went, and, alas, brought no crino- 
line:—only a gown of cream nun's veiling with a skirt 
three yards wide, and a bodice lined and boned. 

As I was a daughter of the parsonage, Goderich did 
not remain our habitation, and London was the scene of 
what I regarded as an epochal political experience. Sir 
John Macdonald was then leader of the Opposition, and 
was fighting hard for the premiership once more. There 
was a great Tory convention in the Middlesex city, with 
bonfires and a torchlight procession, which strongly 
appealed to my childish imagination. It was a fine June

came to the town of Goderich, and the county of Huron 
turned out to meet and greet them. Early in the day, my 
small brother and I were arrayed in white, placed on two 
tall gate-posts, and given Union Jacks which were to be 
waved as the vice-regal carriage passed. There were 
surging crowds in the street and I became so excited by 
the cheers of the throng that I fell from the gate-post, 
iust as the distinguished carriage approached, and mingled 
my youthful features with the gravel street for which 
Goderich is justly famous. Some hours afterwards, when 
1 had recovered from the mortification of my descent, I 
rejoiced in the sight of the arch of salt barrels, and 
listened with renewed interest to the story of Canada's 
attachment to the great country across the seas. There 
was no more popular representative of royalty than 
Frederick Temple Blackwood, first Earl of Dufferin, and 
[ patiently committed to memory that well-known poem 
by his mother, “The Lament of the Irish Emigrant,” 
beginning : 

“I'm sitting on the stile, Mary, 

Where we sat side by side, 

Mid the springing corn, on the bright May morn, 

When first you were my bride.” 
She was a gifted woman, a daughter of Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan, and something of her gift of literary 
expression was inherited by her son. The wife of Lord 
Dufferin was possessed of great kindliness and tact, and 
won admiration wherever she went. In Goderich the 
simplicity of her attire was remarked by women who had 
spent the savings of years on a gown for the ball.

"Yes, Sir Don," was my prompt reply, for every child 
in London knew those features. A long arm was extended 
and the leader of the fight held me for an important 
moment. 

“Are you a Grit or a Tury?” he demanded 

"I'm a Toly," I hastened to reply, my pronunciation 
halting behind my principles. 

“That’s a fine little girl,” he said in commendation, as 
he kissed me and set me down near the gate. 

My father had witnessed this performance from the 
veranda and asked me: “What did you say to Sir John?" 

“I told him I’m a Toly—and for always." 

My father regarded me with doubtful but twinkling 
eye—for he was born in Ireland and politics was in the 
blood. 

"I doubt but vou'll go in for politics,” he finally 
remarked 

For several davs I was an important child and wound 
up a week of triumph by a fight with a small Grit who 
said no nice little girl would let Sir John kiss her. At 
the end of the fray I had a hair-ribbon missing—but the 
other little girl’s new sash was a wreck. Political views 
were taken very seriously in those days and Sir John was 
ardently loved and fiercely hated. Many golden summers 





have gone since that June morning, much water has flowed 
beneath the bridge since then—but, as clearly as any 
living face, I can see those rugged features and vote- 
winning smile as Sir John received me into the party. He 
was a man of wonderful magnetism, whose humanity was 
such that he owned to his faults in a fashion which won 
him more admirers. His political tact was unerring, and 
it was no wonder that he appealed to the youthful 
imagination. Years after, when I was teaching in the 


Kingston Collegiate, I went out to Cataraqui to place the 
crimson roses he had loved on the grave of our great 
leader. 

The town of Seaforth was the next scene of experi- 
ence :—and here I developed a craving for books of all 
sorts and conditions. Fortunately, my mother was a born 
teller of tales and could describe Cinderella’s pumpkin or 
the adventure of Ali Baba with a vividness which gave 
us delightful thrills. The syndicate bedtime stories are all 
very well, but there is nothing like the real story which a 
mother tells as the fire crackles and the twilight falls 
There is much nonsense talked about the cruelty of telling 
children stories with direful happenings. A nervous child 
is another matter ;—but a youngster of Irish descent, 
with healthy blood in her veins, is merely stimulated 
tales of strife and horror. Cinderella and Bluebeard 
were my favorites, and I rather admired the masterly 
activity of the latter gentleman.

English interpreter of the hymn 
become national. But the author of 
that music of superb allure after a 
fashion as it were religious, is no 
other than J. B. Lulli, who wrote it 
"pon the desire expressed bv Mme 
le Maintenon, to accompany the 
words 

Grand Dieu, Sauvez le Roi! 
Grand Dieu. Venges le Roi! 
Vive le Roi! 
Que toujours. gloricux, 
Louis victorieux 
Voie ses ennemis 
Toujours soumis. 

The King in whose glory that hymi 
was sung for the first time bv the 
si'very voices of the young ladies of 
Saint-Cyr, was Louis XIV, and it is 
necessary to add that the principal 
enemies of the old Monarch were 
precisely the English ! 

It was Handel who, nearing that 
Cantique executed at Versailles, made 
notes of the music whose magnificent 
Inspiration had struck him. 

As he lived in London at that 
period, he carried it back with him 
\s a good courtier he offered it to 
King George Ist. As a good colleague 
he completely forgot to say to the 
English monarch that Lulli was the 
author of it. 

One sees then, in those times not 
хо lar distant, how badly protected 
was the work of artists.

The engagement of the world's greatest inventor to the beautiful Contessa 
Maria Christina Bezzi-Scali was announced recently, and came as no great 
surprise to Society in Rome as the announcement had been expected for 
some time past. The wedding took place recently. Senatore Guglielmo 
Marconi, to whom the world owes the most marvellous discovery of this or 
any other age, was born in Bologna, April 25, 1874. His mother was an Irish- 
woman, and this fact probably accounts for the great inventor’s fondness 
for almost all kinds of sport, his special predilections being yachting and 
fox-hunting. Marconi’s first wireless telegraphy experiment was made 
between Penarth and Weston, and wireless communication was first estab-

THE vast economic and social changes taking place 

throughout the entire world within the space of a 
single lifetime have been more apparent and more sig 
nificant in the Dominion of Canada than elsewhere. Tho 
natural increases in the population of the world have been 











accentuated in Canada by the accession of immigrants 
looking for a new home and a new deal. The impetus 
given to trade and travel and communication by steam 
and electric railroads, by the telephone and telegraph, by 
vast fleets of steam and other ships, by automobiles, by 
aeroplanes and air-ships, by wireless and radio, by phono- 
graphs and by the industrial revolution generally with its 
fecundity of invention and its long list of Napoleonic or- 
ganizers, has been apparent enough even when these new 
things are viewed against a background of established 
countries and ancient civilizations; but in Canada where 
continents had to be spanned, where wildernesses had to 
be conquered for the uses of civilized man and where a 
great opportunity lay in tapping great reservoirs of food 
and raw materials for the industries of the world, the 
transforming powers of these new harnessed forces are 
seen to their best advantage. 

Half a continent is a wonderful stage for such a 
drama to unfold, and Canadians cannot feel too grateful 
to the broad-gauged men in a group of pioneer 
communities who not only banded together for mutual 
protection and trade, but who had the monumental 
audacity to believe that they could not only look after 
their own considerable domains but take on territories 
stretching over a thousand leagues of lake, prairie and 
mountain to the Pacific Ocean on the West and to the 
Arctic ocean on the North. It was not all done in 1867, 
but by 1885 the Dominion in its present vast extent exist- 
ed. and it had been spanned by the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. All that remained—and of actual work it was 
nearly everything—was to occupy and use this great 
territory, to fill it and make, it bloom like a garden wher- 
ever agriculture would be profitable, to explore and 
utilize the mineral wealth of Canada, to build up existing 
industries, and to found new industries on the products of 
the farm, the forest, the fisheries and the mines.

О? COURSE, when the various self-governing colonies 

North America  confederated, they 
brought an achieved — experience in many lines 
oi endeavor which were to be of great benefit to 
the new Dominion. For example, the young countries thus 
amalgamated had learned from bitter experience the value 
of a stable currency, They had already passed from a 
condition where retail trade was carried on for the great 
barter and by coins drawn from the West Indies

and South America, from France and from Great Bri 
tain, from Portugal and Spain, and by paper money o! 
United States banks, along with merchants’ due bills and 
army bills, to a very well organized and dependable sys 
tem. The Bank of Montreal had been organized in June. 
1817, and it was followed at intervals by other banks 
which in many signal instances have existed to the present 
time either under the same name or merged in banks 
which are doing business to-day under other names. For 
instance, the Canadian Bank of Commerce came into 
existence along with Confederation, but it has taken under 
its wing since then five banking institutions which had 
their beginnings in five different p! vinces: the Halifax 
Banking Company. formed in 1825 and taken over in 
1903: the Merchants Bank of Prince Edward Island, 
formed in 1871 before Prince Edward Island entered Con 
federation and taken over in 1906; The Gore Bank, form 
ed in Hamilton, Ontario, in 1836 and taken over in 1870, 
the Bank of British Columbia, formed in 1862 and taken 
over in 1901; and the Eastern Townships Bank, formed in 
1859 and taken over in 1912. There had been established 
long before Confederation note issues of these banks, and 
there had grown up the practice which has been the chief 
security of Canadians against inflation of currencies Dy 
banks. that is, the insistence of all Banks on prompt and 
frequent redemption of such notes of their competitors 
as came into their possession. No more notes than the 
business of the country required could remain in cir- 
culation under this system and these constant tests of 
solvency were a constant reminder to bankers of the 
need for caution and sound banking. The branch banking 
system had already become a feature of Canadian busi- 
ness life before 1867. | ' ; 
he dollar has also been the unit of currency In 
Canada since 1853, but the use of decimal currency was 
extended throughout the Dominion by the Uniform Cur- 
rency Act of 1871. The Dominion note circulation in 
1870 was $7.294,103 and in 1926 $190,004,824. Some 80 
to 85 per cent. of the Dominion notes in units running 
from one to five thousand dollar notes are in the hands 
of the Ranks as Reserves. The bank notes have also in- 
| in like manner from $0.346.086 in 1867 to $168,- 
885.195, In their early history the holders of Bank notes 
often lost money, but for forty years no holder of notes 
of a failed bank has lost money, as the note holder has 
been made the prior creditor in the case of the failure of 
a Bank. The assets of Canadian banks in 1867 were 
given as $78,294,670 and at the beginning of 1927 as $2.- 
864.019,213. In 1823 there were onlv 123 branch banks 
in Canada, while in 1927 there are more than 3,770. 
So also at Confederation the railway era was well 
under way with 2,278 miles, having begun in the '50's with 
the inauguration of the Grand Trunk System. The Inter- 
colonial was a part of the Confederation pact to unite 
the Maritime Provinces to Quebec and Ontario, and the 
great Canadian Pacific Railway was the outcome of the 
Confederation arrangement with British Columbia as 
well. The total steam railway mileage now exceeds 40, 
000. Canals have existed since 1814, but have been great- 
ly improved since 1867. Canada’s first telegraph line 
was erected in 1846-7 between Toronto and Niagara. The

“ANADA came to her own in a time of international 
turmoil. She had just seen immense armies trained 

in the hard school of war during the Civil War in the 
United States, and in her first years she saw Europe con- 
vulsed by the Franco-Prussian war. She had before he 
the example of the United States which had spread across 
the North American continent until the Stars and Stripes 
waved over land from ocean to ocean. British Amer- 
icans realized that the moment was then or never to 
make wide the boundaries for the growth of the nation 
thev dreamed oí, and for the maintenance on this Con- 
tinent of the traditions and forms of Government they 
believed in. The threat of war against British institu- 
tions in Canada—so far as the Fenian raid into Canada in 
1866, can be thought of as war,—boundary troubles in 
British Columbia, and the far more serious abrogation by 
the United States of the Reciprocity Treaty, also did 
wonders in making the inhabitants of the Canadas and 
the Maritimes and the Western Provinces later feel that 
there must be unity in the face of strong, united neigh- 
bors. With such an example and such pressing problems 
men could see clearly the absolute necessity of a common 
policy in peace and in war. The United States had 
just closed the door which had meant prosperity for a 
decade because, then as now, a country at war and with 
money makes a wonderful sellers’ market for nearby 
countries which can supply needed munitions of war. 
The need of conserving and developing the home market 
and of finding new outlets for Canadian products, was 
the strong economic urge of British Americans towards 
Confederation, and it has been the great economic duty 
of the Dominion Government ever since to use Con- 
federation to help Canadian industry in these ambitions.

has not been an uninterrupted one. There have been 
times of depression, oí great stress and struggle when 
pankruptcies were only too common, and bread lines not 
unknown, when business men were discouraged and un 
employed went across the International line in search 
of work. Through decades of the National history the 
natural increase in population was greater than the rate 
of National development, and as a result it is entirely like- 
ly that Canadians and descendants of Canadians in the 
United States are almost as numerous as they are in 
Canada. But the encouraging thing is that never, in the 
darkest hour, did the average Canadian forget the vision 
which inspired him or his father or his father’s father to 
vote for Confederation; never did he feel altogether per- 
suaded that his country was not the best one under the 
sun; never did he think that snow and winter were draw- 
backs, that Canadian institutions were not worth a life 
time's devotion and that the longest lane has not a turn 
ing. He was right in his belief as we know in retrospect 
the countries which the faint-hearted held up as more 
prosperous have had their share of troubles as bad or 
worse than Canada ever had. [ 
her greatest mistakes in times of prosperity through be- 
lieving that it would be always with us; but trouble has 
always steeled the national temper and

brought forth 
corresponding institutions and organizations to meet the 
new problems, and behind these creations an intensity of 
effort and spirit which has carried her forward to new 
goals. 

War has usually brought temporary good times to the 
Dominion. The Great War was no exception and, on 
the whole, in view of the magnitude of the disaster, its 
ending and the consequent ceasing of an unlimited market 
at high prices for all staple things an army can con- 
sume, the Dominion has got through the post-war period 
in better fashion than ever before in a time of similar 
stringency. Agriculture suffered first and worst in the 
deflation period and the farm population is therefore now 
in a better relative position to the other industries of the 
country than that of any other country. Other industries 
did their best to arrest the process of deflation; they 
wanted to make a gradual decline and the process there- 
fore lasted all the longer.

H. N., Brandon, Man.: We have 
no figures of hail insurance in Ger- 
many since the war. Up to the end 
of 1915 the large German institutions 
for insurance against hail had re- 
ceived in the course of 45 vears the 
sum of 1,144,799,000 marks in pre- 
miums and had paid in losses the sum 
of 902,426,000 marks, a loss ratio of 
789 per cent. The percentage of pre- 
miums to insured value was 1.13, 
while the percentage of losses was 
0.89. Allowing an expense rate of 
20 per cent., it is apparent that there 
was little profit in the business. There 
were four joint stock companies, tl 
teen mutual institutions, and the 
Bavarian Institute, or eighteen organ- 
izations in all, doing hail business in 
a large way whose results are shown 
above.

Treadwell Yukon Reports 
Encouraging Results at 
Errington Mines 
TREADWELL YUKON COM- 

PANY, LIMITED, a subsidiary 
of Bunker Hill and Sullivan Mining 
and Concentrating Company, — has 
issued its annual report for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1926, in which con- 
siderable detail is given concerning 
Errington Mines, in the Sudbury 
basin.

Surface samples and 
diamond drill cores were used as far 
as they were secured. Work was 
since done on a carload of ore sent 
to Kellogg from the main crosscut. 
The laboratory and other testing work 


done on this ore will be followed "p 
by larger work in a pilot mill to be 
erected on the ground, plans for this 
mill now being well under way. 

The campaign of diamond drilling 
was one of the largest ever done on 
a mining property in Canada at. its 
then stage of development.
